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CHAPTER 153. 

AN ACT to reimburse the members and heirs of members of the s. F. 353. 
Second and Third Iowa infantry for "Gray" uniforms purchased 
during the war. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly oj the State oj Iowa: 

SECTION 1. That there be and·is hereby appropriated $2.\'00 al.pro­
out of the money in the treasury, not otherwise appropriated, prIate . 

the sum of twenty-five hundred dollars or so much thereof 
as may be necessary, for the refunding to any member, 
or the heirs of any member, of the Second and Third Iowa 
infantry regiments, for money paid by them, or deducted 
from their wages, for what was known as the "gray" 
uniform. 

SEC. 2. It shall be the duty of the adjutant· general to Adjutant-

official rolls of the adjutant· general's office of the state of
